Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Singh et al 
(US 4,898,792). 

Singh et al. disclose a solid oxide fuel cell stack assembly (30) including a cell stack 
enclosure (44) that encloses the stack, and which include a reactant intake means (48) and 
reactant outlet means (39) that pass the reactant to the stack. Being located adjacent to, but 
spaced from the fuel cell stack (figure 2), the enclosure would to some extent receive radiant heat 
from the stack. 

Claims 16-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. Neither Singh et al nor the other prior art of record discloses a solid 
oxide fuel cell stack assembly with a three layered chambered enclosure that accepts radiant heat 
from the fuel cell stack. 

Claims 8-14, for reasons of record, are allowed. These claims were objected to in the 
previous office action, page 3. Claim 8 is now independent.
